Intermediate numbers are not used. Flowever, on occasion, a plus (+) is used to designate that a 
given coin is somewhat better than the listed quantitative grade, but not good enough to qualify 
for the next highest one.

Coins Of The World 


After more than a decade as a professional numismatist, it is quite normal for one to begin to 
think that he has "seen it all". Each day becomes a stream of rarities of one degree or 
another, for after one has handled or seen a great rarity more than once, it does not seem quite 
as rare. In fact, nothing has changed except exposure. The coin is still as rare as it was before 
and still as desirable. After a time, we find ourselves searching for a new experience, another 
horizon. 

Late last year, while on a visit to our London office, I was invited to the Midlands of 
England to view a coin collection. The list, which was supplied in advance, proclaimed a 
multitude of coins from all over the world. Imagining these coins to be in the usual circulated 
grade, the prospects of the trip were not particularly exciting. As luck would have it, we 
boarded the train and made our way through the marvelous English countryside. When the first 
gray coin envelope was opened and a sparkling gem uncirculated 1890-H Canadian Quarter was 
revealed, our interest heightened considerably. The next envelope contained another Victorian 
quarter perhaps a bit better than the first! This process continued until we were totally 
uncertain as to which of the four or five coins we had looked at was actually the best. More 
envelopes were opened, and coins of other countries examined. Each seemed to be even more 
superb than the coin before it. It wasn't long before we began to wonder if this was really 
happening. But it was real as the following 492 lots will attest. 

Where did these spectacular coins come from? How could you explain the proof specimens 
that were not previously known to exist? The coins looked like they had been put away the day 
they were struck and this is exactly what happened! The present owners are heirs to the estate 
of a mintmaster. In the late 19th and early 20th centuries it was common practice for mints to 
strike proofs and specimen coins to exchange with the masters of other mints as samples of 
their work. 

To say the quality of these coins is excellent is really an understatement. Superlatives have 
been so overused that they do not maintain the impact they once had. Words and photographs 
do not adequately tell the story. Each of these magnificent coins must be seen to be truly 
appreciated. In writing this catalogue, it became apparent very quickly that I would run out of 
superlatives before I ran out of nice coins. It was also obvious to me that the mail bidder was at 
a tremendous disadvantage for he could not personally see the magnificent nature of these 
specimens. 

What man does not know does not bother him. Before last December, this collection could 
not cause me any personal concern for I did not know about it. After having seen the coins and 
examined each one of them carefully, I am sorry to see them go, to move on to a new and 
appreciative owner.

Unlisted 
date in both Krause and Yeoman. Similar to Y-34. 

4. 1918, One Frank (Flemish Variety), Unc-65. Attractive gold and blue toning. Unlisted 
date in both Krause and Yeoman. Similar to Y-34. 

5. 1849, Two-and-One-Half Francs, VF-30. Considerable lustre remaining. Scarce in the 
higher grades.

The succeeding four lots, all dated 1897, were struck from the dies that were shipped to 
Nanking for the initiation of the Kiangnan Mint which was established in that year. THE ONLY 
OTHER KNOWN PROOF SPECIMENS ARE IN THE MINT BIRMINGHAM MUSEUM. This is 
the first time proofs have been offered for sale at auction. The Kiangnan Mint was to become, 
in the 33 years of its operation, one of China's biggest producers of silver and copper coins.

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A few points are essential to note here, in order to fully understand the significance of 
Kwangtung coinage. 

Kwangtung was the first of the modern Chinese mints, authorized in 1887, it began its 
coin production in 1889 with dies that were once again produced at the Heaton Mint in 
Birmingham, England. This mint is of considerable significance, as it struck its coinage based on 
0.73 K'uping tael weight instead of the usual 0.72 taels, as was the case with all other 
production centers. This overage in the silver content of Kwangtung coins was a purposeful 
effort to rival the Mexican trade dollar counterpart, and bring domestic financial stability to the 
province. However, these coins were promptly melted after their release and soon disappeared 
from circulation as a result. For this reason, Kwangtung coinage is not only rare, as a great 
portion of the business strikes were melted, but of great historical significance, as this was the 
only province to attempt monetary autonomy in this fashion. The following pieces should 
attract considerable bidding. A note of historical importance here, by the 1900's the 
Kwangtung production facility was the biggest in the world, having somewhere in the vicinity 
of 90 coin presses.

Crowning this unparalleled offering of Chinese coinage, we now list those pieces struck, bearing 
the Shensi Province inscription. These pieces are viewed, at least by Kann, as the rarest silver 
trial pieces of China. The reason for this assertion is indeed an unusual one. Shensi Province has 
always been one of, if not the poorest province of China. Its uniform agrarian economy is 
much better suited to barter than currency. However, as having a provincial mint was vogue in 
China in the latter part of the 19th Century, the Viceroy of Shensi ordered a set of five master 
dies for producing silver coins of standard denominations. The Heaton Mint was commissioned 
to produce these in 1897 and to ship these to Shensi for production in 1898. However, as the 
dies made their way down the Yangtze River to Shensi Province, they seem to have been 
cleverly "rerouted" to the Wuchang (Hupeh) Mint, which had had production capabilities since 
1896 and apparently needed more dies and machinery for their own production schedules. 
Therefore, the Wuchang Mint is credited with the production of these Shensi Province coins. As 
one would expect, this production was very limited. It seems one piece of each denomination 
was coined and sent to the Viceroy of Shensi.

U.S. Gold Dollars 

We present below a selection of gold dollars. Reference will be made to our forthcoming 
publication. United States Gold: An Analysis of Auction Records Gold Dollars 1849-1889. For 
this reference, 168 important auction sales have been analyzed in order to present the average 
grade in which a particular coin appears and comment on its availability through auction. What 
follows will be a description of gold dollars in relation to our findings. 

988. 1849-C, Closed Wreath, VF-30. This coin has a convex obverse and is softly struck on 
the hair curls which is characteristic for this date and mint. With the exception of the 
1851-C, Charlotte Mint gold dollars appear very infrequently at auction. 

989. 1849-D, Open Wreath, VF-30. This is the commonest Dahlonega Mint gold dollar. Tiny 
reverse planchet defect near R in DOLLAR. 



990. 1850-D, AU-50. Weakly struck as usual. Considerable lustre remaining in the recesses. 
Scarce date with only 8,382 pieces struck. At auction, the average grade for this coin is 
very fine.

992. 1852-C, AU-50 or a trifle better. Reverse edge nick at one o'clock. Again the coin grades 
a little better than the average (EF-44). It appears at auction with about the same 
frequency as the 1851-D. 



993. 1852-D, AU-55. Clash marks on the obverse. Another very much underrated coin that 
appears less frequently than the 1851-D or 1852-C. Much better than the average grade 
found (VF-39). 


994. 1854-D, AU-50. Some lustre remaining. A few nicks in the fields which are visible with a 
glass. Lowest mintage of this type with probably less than 50 pieces known in all grades. 
Very attractive overall appearance worth a solid four figure bid. 



995. 1854-S, Unc-60. Attractive surfaces and color. Only San Francisco Type I gold dollar. 
Rare and desirable. Should top the $1000 mark. 



996. 1855, Type II, Unc-60+. Attractive color and surfaces. Tiny obverse rim nick at eleven 
o'clock. Reverse somewhat softly struck at the center as normal. Rare and desirable. 
Very popular for type. 



997. 1855-C, AU-50. Usual weak strike. Clash marks flank the bust. Good color and overall 
appearance. Our research indicates that this is the most difficult gold dollar to obtain in 
top grade. In 168 auctions where gold dollars were featured, we could find reference to 
only four mint specimens. Certainly worth $1500. 

998. 1857-C, EF-40. Some lustre remaining particularly on the reverse. Obverse dig near 
Liberty's ear. Struck on the usual granular planchet. 

999. 1857-D, EF-40. From our research, we have found less offerings of the 1857-D than the 
highly touted 1860-D. An unappreciated rarity. This coin is marred by a light X in the 
field before the face of Liberty. 



1 000. 1858-S, AU-55. Considerable lustre remaining. All S Mint gold dollars are very difficult 
to obtain in any grade. The auction records indicate that the average grade for this date 
is VF-34 and one appears in about one out of every three gold dollar auctions. 

1001. 1859-D, VF-20. Another rare Dahlonega Mint gold dollar. Fine scratch on reverse from 
L in DOLLAR to the mint mark. Cleaned. 

1002. 1860-D, VF-30. Considered the fourth rarest Dahlonega gold dollar. We have noted 
estimates to the effect that there are probably fewer than 20 pieces known. While this 
may be a bit optimistic, the 1860-D is certainly a rare coin. Struck on a defective 
planchet as usual with weak U in UNITED. Many light scratches between the date and 
the mint mark. A few digs on Liberty's face. 

1003. 1860-S, AU-55. Considerable frosty lustre remaining. Pleasing overall appearance.

1004. 1861, EF-40. Some lustre remaining. A common date popular for type. Lightly 
burnished on reverse only. 

1005. 1862, AU-55. Cleaned with a fine abrasive material noticeable only with the aid of a 
glass. Still an attractive coin. 

1006. 1864, EF-40. A very pleasing coin. Of the coins in the 1860's, the 1864 is the third 
rarest behind the 1863 and the 1865. Our auction records indicate that this coin is near 
the average grade for this date and appears about as infrequently as the 1858-S. 

1007. 1867, AU-55. Attractive proof like surfaces with considerable lustre remaining. 
Prominent clash mark on reverse leaves the entire word LIBERTY readable below the 
date. Interesting and unusual. 

1008. 1877, AU-55. Proof like surfaces with considerable lustre remaining. The usual handling 
marks in the fields visible with the aid of a glass. This date appears in only about 
one-half of the gold dollar sales. 

1009. 1877, AU-55. Lustrous with a few minute handling marks. Slightly bent. Still an 
acceptable example of this low mintage (3,900) gold dollar. Auction records for gem 
specimens to $1450. This specimen is worth at least half that amount. 



1010. 1885, Proof. Sharply struck. A few minute hairlines visible with a glass. Just over 1,100 
pieces issued in this grade. Usual orange peel surface. Attractive. Catalogues $1250.

1011. 1839-0, AU-50. Attractive color and overall appearance. No significant defects or 
abrasions. A low mintage "Classic Head" variety designed by Kneass. Popular as the 
mint mark appears above the date on obverse. Our research indicates this coin's average 
grade is very fine plus. An unusual purchase opportunity. 

1012. 1844-D, AU-50. Proof like with considerable lustre remaining. Unusual in that 
Dahlonega quarter eagles are seldom found with proof like surfaces. Usual handling 
marks in the fields. Sharply struck and attractive. We have only found three auction 
records for this date in mint state. Rare and desirable. 



1013. 1845-0, AU-50. Traces of lustre on the reverse. Attractive with no significant abrasions 
or impairments and medium gold toning. The official mint report does not mention the 
minting of quarter eagles at New Orleans for this year. This date and mint were 
apparently discovered around 1909. The first auction listing we can find for this rarity is 
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in the Dunham Collection sold by B. Max Mehl in 1941. That specimen graded fine. 
According to our records, only one specimen has been offered above extremely fine 
which makes this specimen one of the finest known. Another about uncirculated was 
offered in a recent Superior sale and realized $1650. Taxay comments that this date is 
unknown in mint state. Considered an R-5 coin and the rarest "O" Mint $2.50 gold 
piece, it is worthy of the finest collection. 



1014. 1848-C, AU-55. Considerable lustre remaining. Very attractive surfaces. Our research 
indicates only five auction records for specimens about uncirculated or better. 



1015. 1848-C, AU-55. Almost identical to the preceding though possibly somewhat less 
lustrous. Not since the Walton Sale of 1963 conducted by Stacks have two specimens 
been offered at the same time and those graded extremely fine. 



1016. 1848-D, AU-50. Tendency toward proof like surfaces. Usual bagmarks and abrasions. 

1017. 1854, AU-55. Attractive satin surfaces. Partial wire rim on obverse. 

1018. 1856, AU-55. Lustrous. Eagle's right leg softly struck as usual. Far better than average. 

1019. 1856-C, EF-40. Cleaned long ago with an abrasive material. Devoid of the usual planchet 
imperfections. Infrequently offered for sale and desirable. 



1020. 1860-S, Unc-60+. Attractive surfaces and color. The S Mints of the early 1860's are 
most difficult to obtain and are virtually unknown in mint state. The latest auction sale 
where a high grade 1860-S was offered was in 1968 in the Miles Sale conducted by 
Stack's. Our records indicate that prior to this time no mint state specimen has been 
offered for sale and only three were graded about uncirculated. Possibly the finest 
known and worthy of a substantial bid. An important purchase opportunity. 

1021. 1874, AU-55. Proof like. A very low mintage item (3,940). Bagmarks in the fields are 
highlighted by the proof like surfaces. A welcome addition to any quarter eagle 
collection. Very rare in all grades.

1028. 1866, EF-45. Another low mintage issue with 4,030 pieces struck. 



1029. 1886, Proof. Fully brilliant and attractive. Characteristic orange peel surfaces. Frosty 
devices. An impressive overall appearance. Only 142 pieces struck in proof. Should 
realize in the mid-four figure range. 
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1030. 1887, AU-55. Proof like with considerable lustre remaining. An attractive coin with no 
significant impairments. 


U.S. Half Eagles C$5 gold) 



1031. 1805, Unc-65. Sharply struck and lustrous. A lovely coin in an incredible state of 
preservation. Very, very fine die crack running from the B in LIBERTY through the 0 in 
the date thus bisecting the coin. Visible only under high magnification. This magnificent 
specimen should certainly command a bid which is a multiple of its catalogue valuation 
of $2700. 

1032. 1835, EF-40. Numerous abrasions in the fields. Short, rather deep scratch behind bust 
of Liberty. 

1033. 1847, AU-50. Traces of lustrous, proof like surfaces. 

1034. 1851, EF-45. Minor dig at truncation of bust. 



1035. 1859-D, AU-50. The edges are broad and beveled which is typical for this date and mint. 
Lightly burnished at one time. Still an attractive example of this Dahlonega $5 gold 
piece.

1041. 1800, AU-50. Considerable lustre. Usual bagmarks and abrasions one must expect with 
so broad a gold coin.

Excellent color and 
overall appearance. 

1042. 1847-0, EF-45. More than the usual bagmarks. Traces of lustre in the recesses 
particularly evident on the reverse. 



1043. 1854-S, AU-50. Considerable lustre remaining. Popular first year of operation for the 
San Francisco Mint. Very rare in mint state. 

1044. 1880-CC, AU-50. Considerable lustre remaining. Attractive color and appearance. Our 
records for the "Forty Great Gold Sales" indicate that this coin's average grade is very 
fine. An important opportunity to acquire a superior specimen. 

1045. 1891-CC, AU-55. Lustrous and attractive. 

1046. 1932, Unc-60. Attractive color and appearance. Common date popular for type. 


U. S. Double Eagles C$20 gold) 

1047. 1880, AU-55. Considerable lustre and proof like surfaces. A so-called "commercial 
unc". Usual bagmarks and abrasions on obverse though reverse seems to have escaped 
somewhat. Our records indicate that this date's average condition is in the high very fine 
range with only three mint state specimens noted. Underrated particularly in this grade. 



1048. 1893-CC, Unc-60. Lustrous, proof like surfaces. Minimum abrasions. Excellent overall 
appearance. Only 18,402 pieces issued. 
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1049. 1909, Unc-60. Minimum abrasions and bagmarks. Considered a common date, it is more 
difficult to locate than many others. 

1050. 1922, Unc-60. Fewer than normal bagmarks. 



1051. 1924-D, Unc-60. Lustrous and attractive. Minimum bagmarks and abrasions. An above 
average specimen that should exceed its catalogue valuation of $1000. 

1052. 1924-S, Unc-60. Lustrous with minimum abrasions. Attractive color and overall 
appearance. A rare date with a conservative catalogue valuation of $1000. Reverse is 
quite spectacular with a ring-shaped die bulge concentric with the outer rim of the coin. 
This bulge is immediately noticeable and gives the coin the appearance of having two 
rims. Interesting and unusual. 



1053. 1926-S, Unc-60+. Minimum abrasions. Lustrous and attractive. Should reach its 
catalogue valuation of $1200.

1054. 1849 Norris, Grieg & Norris, $5, Plain Edge, AU-50. Attractive. Reverse struck 
somewhat off center. Thought to be the first private gold coin to circulate after the 
discovery of gold in California. A choice about uncirculated in the Beck Sale (Lot 650) 
realized $2400.

1055. 1854 Kellogg & Company, $20, AU-50. Original mint lustre in the recesses. Small dig in 
Liberty's cheek. A few edge nicks on reverse. All in all, this is greatly superior to the 
average specimen. Attractive yellow, golden color. First of the two years of issue.
